THE CHEMISTRY OF STEEL—THE NITROGEN QUESTION. 


Sin,—The ing interest of this question makes it well worthy of 
prominent notice in the Mining Journal, The Journal, for its own sake, 
should be expected to handle this subtle topic in a manner commensurate 
with its acknowledged importance, Permit me to make a comment or 
two on - leader of last week—the more exactly to define the exact po- 
sition of this question, and to point out a rather grave omission in your 
otherwise excellent article. Your Journal itself, in its past numbers, con- 
taius abundant materials for rectifying, or for having led to the avoidance 
of, the omission referred to. : 

You fully recognise the industrial importance and scientific imterest ot 
the question. But, in giving its history and present position, or rather 
in giving its present position and ignoring (but unintentionally, I believe) 
its real history, you parade a number of French and German names as 
discoverers or authorities, to the total exclasion of any reference whatever 
to the real discoverer and first investigator. This was scarcely to be 
looked for from the Mining Journal; and is, doubtless, purely inadver- 
tant. In all its significant bearings on the chemistry of steel, and, as an 
inevitable consequence, also in its influence on the future manufacture of 
steel, you are aware that this steel-nitrogen topic had its origin in Eng- 
land, and was first thoroughly investigated there. Yet the spirit of your 
article is such as to lead readers, unacquainted with the facts, to conclude 
that the discovery in question was a foreign achievement, and that none 
but continental chemists or metallurgists have had to do with its develop- 
ment. But for the consideration that, on former occasions, in reference 
to the same subject, you have courteously and voluntarily done full justice 
to your own countryman, it really might have been concluded that, in this 
instance, all mention of his name had been evaded studiously. The 
Mining Journal is well acquainted with the itchin propensities of the 
*‘ foreigner ”’—Frenchmen are said to be greatest in this kind of repute— 
to appropriate scientific discoveries not exactly their own, and to keep and 
get fame for them as long as can. It is a pity that the alien id 
be aided (but in which kind of the Journal would, I know, 
be the last to join wittingly) in these “ proclivities” by any want of exact 
scientific knowledge, or th apy sheer indifference 
journalists, Foreign scientific lars are ready enough of 
to attempt to get into one’s house, without having English editorial rope- 
ladders lent them for the purpose. 

The first recognition of the im 
<a appeared in the early part of » 1857. is, as you are 
aware, was in a paper by Mr, Christopher Binks, read before the Societ' 
of Arts in May of that year. It is an elaborate experimental paper, ro 4 
apparently, exhaustive of the question. No further or material additions 
to the results therein given have been arrived at since by any of the other 
experimenters who have taken hy bap subject, I have myself carefully 
gone through the records of what since been done to be found in the 
Comptes Rendus and other journals, and can find no general results beyond 
those which, at the date above given, had been arrived at by Mr. Binks; 
and these were so explicitly stated in his as to leave no room for con~ 
jectare. M. Fremy, to whom in your er you erroneously attribute 
this discovery, did not appear in the question till towards the end of 1860; 
and since then have followed the series of discussions to be found reported 
(chiefly) in the Transactions of the French Academy of Sciences. M. 
Fremy’s researches fully confirm the accuracy of Mr. Binks’s long- - 
ously obtained conclusions. A few (out of many others) of Mr. Binks’s 
results are thus stated by that gentleman in his paper just referred to:— 
, “The conclusions that, to the writer (Mr. Binks), appear to be warranted by the pre- 

vious evidences are:—That the substances, whose application to pure fron converts it 
into steel, all contain nitrogen and , or that wherever the conversion is effected 
nitrogen has access to the iron during the conversion... Thut carbon alone added or ap- 
plied to pare tron does not convert itintosteel. That nitrogen alone, so added or applied, 
does not produce steel ; but that it is essential that both nitrogen and carbon shal 
present, and that no case can be adduced of conversion in which both these elements are 
not present and in contact with the iron. That nitrogen, as well as carbon, exists sub- 
stantially in steel after its conversion, and that such presence is the real cause of the 
distinctive physical properties of steel and of iron, in which latter (the iron) these ele- 
ments do not exist.” 

Now, these results have recently been confirmed (not disc: 

M. Fremy—that discovery is due solely to Mr. Binks. —e 

Bat Mr. Binks went further than this. Having in view the manufac- 
turing of steel to he guided by these abstract results, his deductions are 
thus given in the same paper:— 

** Howsoever, all this may be (alluding to the form of combination rematning in the 
steo!) whether the nitrogen exists as an essential constituent in steel, or its office be one of 
agency only, the practical applications for manufacturing purposes that flow out of the 
above collection of facts, are in no way affected by the tenability or the contrary of any 
theory of combination. The fact of the important part—in the conversion of iron into 
steel—that is ‘played by nitrogen and carbon conjoined, and, particularly, when in 
the form of cyanogen compounds, is incontestable, howsoever may be explained their 
mode of action.” 

The abstract chemical position of the question turns upon the following 
points:—1. Is the alleged substantial and invariable existence of nitrogen 
in steel a fact? —2. Is that existence essential to the constitution of steel? 
—3. Does the minuteness of the quantity found preclude the possibility ot 
its exercising the specific influences attributed to nitrogen? 

Now, Mr. Binks first, and then M. Fremy, affirm the substantial and 
essential existence of nitrogen in steel. M. Caron contends that its pre- 
sence is non-essential. But Caron cannot get over the universal testimony 
to its actual presence, and is driven, in support of his own theories, to 
affirm that it is combined—not with the iron, but—with silicium or tita- 
nium. [It was not Deville, as you allege, but Wohler, who discovered 
the previouly so-called titanium to be a compound of that metal with nitro- 
gen and carbon.] Other experimenters find the nitrogen, Some of these 
minimise its quantity by imperfect experimenting, and then theorise upon 
the improbability of any influence being exercised by proportions so mi- 
nute. Some of the authorities you give are not operating upon steel, but 
upon iron before it is converted into steel; and this juambling together of 
what are really distinct objects leaves the subject in a state of utter con- 
fusion. Some of the modes of operating are, moreover, obviously falla- 
cious. Rammelsberg’s, for example, who treats the iron with sulphuric 
acid, expecting, erroneously, to resolve any ni n present entirely into 
ammonia, which is not the result of conditions—only a fractional 

portion of it is thus so resolved. : 

Some expert experimentalists here (in Sheffield) will shortly enlighten 

the disputers on this case. We invariably find the ni in steel, and 
what is more, get it out with ah goes bay either Mr. Binks’s me- 
thod, the soda-lime one—or by M. y’s, the hydrogen one. The in- 
dustrial position of the question will, by some, be considered to be more 
important, if not more interesting, than that of its abstract chemistry. Mr. 
Binks, with his manafacturing objects in view, affirms the presence and 
co-oporation of nitrogen to be indispensable in the production of the steel, 
however little of it there may afterwards — in the steel, and whatso- 
ever purpose its presence may subserve. own words, his tical 
conclusions are—1. That both altrogen and carbon are, and muct alt

how little of either may remain in combination; but 3. That such a re- 
mainder must exist to give to and maintain in steel its distinctive charac- 
ters. Carefully examined, these investigations do not leave the question 
doubtful. ‘Finally, the balance of evidence is decidedly in favour of the 
existence of nitrogen in steel, and for its being a fact that its minute pro- 


portion can exercise important influences we have the support of a multi- 
tude of analogous phenomena. But Mr. Binks’s law, al tear

THE TIN DEPOSITS OF BOLIVIA—No. IV. 


Sir,—Before concluding my notice of Potosi, I may mention that the 
tin ore produced has increased annually to a considerable extent, and would 
be much larger it the distance, 180 leagues, between the town and the 
shipping port was not so great. At the present time the obstructions 
between Potosi and Cobija, from the political uae and the difficulty 
of obtaining cargo mules, are so tremendous that some of the merchants 
send their tin via Oruro to Tacnaand Arica. The tin is not sent as bar- 
rilla, but is smelted near the town of Potosi, and comes to Europe in the 
form of bar-tin, of very inferior quality. Of this bar-tin about 5000 qqls. 
are shipped annually to Europe. I need not enter into details of the other 
districts in Bolivia yielding tin ore, but will merely enumerate the most 
important by name. Between Oruro and Cochahamba we have the tin 
mines of Berenguela, a most promising but as yet an almost unworked 
district, in which the veins of tin occur in a soft red sandstone. Between 
Oruro and La Paz we have the tin mines of Sicasica. If we join Beren- 
guela and Sicasica by a direct line we pass through the mineral district of 
Colquire, the most interesting cerro, geologically and commercially, I have 
yet mentioned. And last, but not least, of the mineral resources of Bolivia 
must be mentioned the mines of Inquisivi. 

It will be enough, perhaps, to frighten our English miners to state that 
they must ascend above the line of perpetual snow in the Andes to take a 
view of the mineral wealth of Inquisivi. I can assure them that my resi- 
dence there was more interesting than pleasant. The cold was terrific, the 
travelling , and the rarity of the atmosphere most distressing, 
inducing, as it did, saroche and pains I never felt elsewhere. The great 
altitude of all of these mines will, I fear, be a barrier to their future de- 
velopment. The hut in which I spent the night was close to a vein not 
less than 15 feet wide, and composed almost entirely of oxide of tin and 
quartz. But I do not intend here to describe at length this rich but in- 
hospitable province, as I think I have already stated a sufficient number 
of facts to show that, exclusive of these four last districts, there are many 
other parts of Bolivia from which large quantities of oxide of tin may be 
derived. Some may infer from my statements, since the tin of Bolivia is 
derived from the cappings of the silver lodes, that the amount to be ob- 
tained from such a source must necessarily be small. To such I can only 
say that what has thus far been obtained 
is not 1 cent. of what they contain, and I say this advisedly, for in all 
the districts I have described the veins may be traced cropping out above 
the surface for long distances, and of these veins a hardly perceptible por- 
tion has been extracted. 

Having thus enumerated and roughly described the principal tin districts 
of Bolivia, and sketched the modes of working them, I will proceed to 
describe the Indian methods of crushing and washing the ores. In most 
cases the ore is hand-picked, and reduced at the mouth of the mine by

—A canal is cut in the ground of indefinite length, 14 ft. wide, and 1 ft. 
deep. The sides are of built stonework, and the bottom, which is slightly 
inclined, of turf, if possible, if one piece. ‘The head-stone, over which the 
water flows into the canal, has its upper edge cut flat, and the stone itself 
is placed ap te a with res to the bed. When washing, the 
workman lies down by the side of this canal or streak, and a stream of 
water being laid on of the required force, he places some of the crushed ore 
near the head-stone, and by means of a piece of board held in his hand, 
and used as a rake, he keeps the stuff continually in agitation, at the same 
time preventing its being carried down the streak until all the refuse has 
been washed away. It will be superfluous to enter on the folly of such a 
system of washing tin ores, as it will be apparent to all that the loss of 
fine tin must be considerable. 

Without calcination, or any further treatment, the crushed and washed 
tin barrilla is carried directly to the smelting-farnace. ‘Those accustomed 
to tin mining on the Continent will recognise in the blast-furnaces I am 
about to describe, as employed in Bolivia, a close resemblance to those in 
use in Saxony for the same purpose. In Bolivia the smelting-farnace is 
in the form of a funnel-shaped stack, built of some stone that will with- 
stand the fire. The height of the stack is 4 ft., the top of the orifice is 
10 in. square; from this size it gradually diminishes down to the bottom, 
where it measures 3 in. square. The tap-hole is on one side, at the ex- 
treme bottom. When about to smelt, the stack is heated by a little char- 
coal burnt in it, on the embers of which the ore and flux are introduced. 
The charge consists of tin barrilla and charcoal, in the proportion of 1 qql.

In my former communication there was a slight mistake of the quantity 
of copper in bars exported from here, owing to the inaccurate statistics 
given me by the officials; but this is taken the Customs’ Returns for 
the year 1862, and that of January, 1863, from the returns of the Visitor, 
or daa Overseer of Mines, from his visit in that month. These will 
give you some idea of what the product of this comparatively small dis- 
trict is, whilst we have other districts giving richer metals, but none of the 
same extent in or near the comparison of quantity. In examining your 
Journal I could not find any quotations of the prices of railway iron, chairs, 
and spikes, neither can I in any of the papers published in England. As 
these articles interest us a great deal in this part of the world, many en- 
terprises are being held in abeyance until we can obtain the prices from

Successrut Foreign Minine Apventure.—In comparing the rela- 
tive amount of risk incurred by the capitalist in the development of metal- 
liferous mines and of collieries, the most patent argument invariably brought 
forward in favour of the latter is that the existence of the valuable minera! 
in a bed or seam, instead of in a lode or thread, offers enormous advantages for working, 
not only from the larger body in which the material exists, but also from the facility and 
certainty with which the operations are carried on. It is true that the value of metal- 
liferous ore is very considerably greater than that of coal, and that in this class of mining 
a single success will compensate for many failures; yet it is indisputably proved that as 
a rule the advantage of a horizontal bed secures collieries a decided preference amongst 
capitalists generally. Now there is, perhaps, nothing that would be considered more 
desirable to the mine adventurer than to be engaged in an enterprise where the mineral 
produced was metalliferous, and the deposit yielding it a seam instead of a lode.

Trranrrerovs Iron OrnE.—The reduction of the titaniferous iron ores— 
found in the form of sand on the shores of the Black Sea, the Bay of 
Naples, and also along the shores of New Plymouth, in New Zealand— 
has lately engaged the attention of practical metallurgists to a considerable 
extent. Several companies have been formed in the City with a view of working these 
deposits with profit ; and considerable sums of money have been spent in experiments 
conducted with a view of arriving at some means of converting this rich and valuable 
ore on a large scale, We have examined different specimens of this peculiar metallic 
sand, from the shores of New Zealand; from Poti, in Asia Minor; and from Naples. 
They have all a similar appearance, that of fine steel filings, and they are strongly at- 
tracted by a magnet. The Italian specimen is somewhat mingled with common sea- 
sand, or silica. The great value of these ores is due to their large percentage of iron, 
to their freedom from sulphur, phosphorus, &c., and to the presence of titanium itself 
in the form of an oxide. There is little doubt that steel is considerably improved by a 
mixture with titanium ; and it is not improbable that the presence of this metal would 
also raise the quality of cast-iron. The wonderful temper and tenacity of the sword- 
blades of the Japanese are said to be partly due to the presence of titanium in the steel 
of which they are manufactured. It is stated by recent travellers in Japan that all the 
iron of that country is made from this peculiar sand. The sword-blades used by the 
Circassians are also made from the titaniferous iron ores of the country, and, according 
to well-authenticated accounts, their temper and durability is something marvellous. 
Of course, the mere presence of titanium does not wholly account for the excellent qua- 
lity of the tron manufactured by these semi-barbarous nations; the ore itselfis pure, and 
it is always smelted with charcoal. The most common mineral containing titanium is 
this titaniferous peroxide of iron. It is very similar in appearance to the magnetic 
oxid of iron, and it is, indeed, often mistaken for the latter mineral. ,Titaniferous iron 
ore is found in small quantities in Cornwall. Its scarcity has prevented its adoption up 
to the present in practical metallurgy; and this is also the reason that the metal tita- 
niam has been only discovered within a recent period. The titaniferous oxide of iron 
of the secondary formations has always the appearance of black-grained sand, the par- 
ticles of which are attracted by the magnet. Fora long time the titanium was only 
known in the form of an oxide, It has been found united with nitrogen and carbon in 
the slag from the blast-furnaces of the Merthyr Tydvil ironworks, in the form of well- 
defined prismatic cystals, of acopper colour. The various titaniferous iron ores contain 
from 13 to 52 per cent. of oxideof titanium in union with oxide ofiron. Metallic tita- 
nium is somewhat similar in appearance to brass. Up to the present time the principal 
application of titaniam has been in the form of titanic acid for painting porcelain, It 
is used to produce a pale yellowcolour. It will be at once seen that the great obstacle 
to the reduction of these peculiar ores on a large scale consists in their being generally 
found in a state of minute subdivision. It would be impossible to feed a blast-furnace 
with such a material. Although a large amount of capital has been spent in experi- 
ments, we believe that, up to the time we write, no ready means have been found to

Inon Forotxos.—At the recent meeting of the London Association of 
Foremen Engineers (Mr. J. Newton in the tak), on interesting paper on 
* Forgings in Iron” was read by Mr. Muir, of Woolwich Arsenal, Vice- 
President of the Association. One great requirement in the production of 
good forgings, whether from under the tilt, the steam-h , or the hydrostatic forging- 
machine, was the use of proper materials. In fagoting up from slabs, it was always ad- 
visable to place the thinnest slabs in the centre—in the very heart, as it were, of the 
fagot. This ensured that the heat applied would permeate equally throughout the whole 
mass. The proper construction of the furnace, and a skilful furnaceman, were also im- 
portant elements in the making of good and sound forgings. Large shafts (say) for ex- 
ample, propeller-shafts, which were to be coupled by means of flanges or collars, were 
very difficult to forge in a sound way. He recommended to forge a square collar in all 
cases, and to take off the corners afterwards. The principal objection to this pian was 
its additional expense, but he believed this would be fully compensated for in the 
certainty it gave of good results. 
taining of a serviceable and sound malleable heavy gun would be removed if it were ori- 
ginally forged square and rounded off afterwards. 


Tue Birt on THe Law or Partnersnip.—The bill to amend the Law 
of Partnership, as altered by the select committee, remains drawn in soslovenly a man- 
ner, that I hope I may be allowed to call attention to one or two glaring instances of 
carelessness. The interpretation clause states :—“ Trading concern shall mean any 
business of commerce, trade, manufacture, or calling, whether carried on by one person 
or by more than one person in copartnership.” Now, what is the meaning of the word 
“calling?” Does it include a lawyer ora doctor? According to the ordinary use of 
words it certainly does, and yet it is clear that the bill is intended to be confined to 
traders. Again, by the effect of clause 3, and of the interpretation clause, any person 
who lends money toa trader upon the terms of receiving {t back out of the profits of the 
concern, will be liable to all the responsibilities of a partner, unless he complies with 
the stringent requisitions of the bill as to registration, taking no security, and so on. 
But every sum lent to a trader is repayable either expressly or impliedly out of the pro- 
fits of his concern, though the framers of the bill appear toconcelve that a sum payable 
out of profits is an extraordinary form of loan. It may be sald that judicial interpre- 
tation will correct these absurdities, but a judge can only do this by disregarding the 
obvious meaning of words. It is surely too bad that more attention is not paid to the 
wording of bills, while the present system of passing them at haphazard in any shape 
produces a plentiful crop of difficulties and lawsuits.—JNo. SHoarD, LL.D. 


Composition Deep.—The case of Ilderton v. Castrique, in the Common 
Pleas, is another authority that a composition deed must relate to all the debts and lia- 
dilities of the debtor, in order to obtain for him the benefit of the 192d section of the 
Bankruptcy Act of 1861. In this case the plaintiff had obtained judgment against the 
defendant. Previous to the execution being put in the defendant executed a deed of 
composition with certain of his creditors, whereby it was agreed that he should pay 
those who executed 2s, 6d. in the pound, and they granted him a release. The plaintiff 
did not execute the deed, and the deed did not express to be made for the benefit of the 
creditors generally, The defendant obtained a protection order under the 198th section ; 
but the Court of Common Pleas held that the defendant could not avail himself of the 
benefit of the deed, and order as against the plaintiff,

Lrverroot, Jury 15.—After a lengthened period of depression in the 
Tron Trade, in which the demand has at no time been equal to the sup- 
ply of manufactured iron, we find ourselves arrived at a point where ma- 
nufacturers will only accept orders to a limited amount even at their out- 
side quotations. The demand for shipbuilding iron, bridge, girder, roofing, and tele- 
graph iron, for export and home trade, is immense; there is also a good demand for 
rails, and a fair average demand for hoops and the lighter sorts of iron. This want of 
iron has been growing during the last three months, for which period a strike of pud- 
diers has existed, and been extending, in Staffordshire, causing to stand 200 to 250 pud- 
dling furnaces. The men on strike will find means of support at harvesting; mean- 
while those at work are seriously hindered by the hot season, so that at present the de- 
mand for manufactur +d iron is greatly in excess of the production. Many makers are 
full for three months; no contracts are now undertaken except on the understanding 
that their falfiiment will depend upon puddlers continuing at work. Many makers re- 
orders altogether, and others will only accept them at advanced rates, and to a 
limited extent ; and all quotations are subject to change from day today. This pres- 
sure would be much relieved immediately should the puddlers’ strike come to an end; 
but there is nothing to indicate its speedy termination. Pig iron is very plentiful and 
cheap; only in Glasgow, where it is an article of speculation, has any advance taken 
place, as, of course, the causes which diminish the production of manufactared iron 
check the consumption, but do not affect the production, of pig iron.

It might appear at first sight that the amount of the registered capital

for working a mine would be wont inadequate for banking or pees

SCOTCH PIG-IRON. 
Among subjects of immediately secular concern, there is none more in- 
teresting and important than the tidesof commerce. The ebbs and flows 
of the Iron Trade are, indeed, influenced by events beyond the forethought 


of man, but there is ample scope for the philosopher as there is for the 
historian. The Latin poet confesses a passionate curiosity to discover— 
“ Qua vi Maria alta tumescant objicibus ruptis rursusque in seipsa residant.”” 
The periodical heavings of the commercial ocean are not less matter of 
studious enquiry, however little the Muse may smile on the task. 

The iron trade already in 1863 presents a remarkable parallel to that 
of 1853; but among many points of similarity between the first seven 
months of these years there are some of considerable difference. After 
four years of depression there began, at the close of 1852, an unprecedented 
reaction—a period of extraordinary activity, which rapidly caused an ad- 
vance in the price of fully 100 per cent., and that, too, in the face of an 
increasing production and accumulating stock. To quote from the admir- 
able circular issued last year by the old and respectable house of Messrs. 
W. H. and A. Higgins, of Liverpool: — 

Prices advanced from December 31, 1852, to December 31, 1853, to 80s. per ton; ditto, 
from December 31, 1853, to December 31, 1854, to 90s. per ton. These prices were not 
caused by any striking event, such as the return of peace; they originated in cheap 
money, a desire for investment, a spirit of speculation, and were sustained by active, 
continued improved trade. The cost of production is greater now than in 1852; money 
is a complete drug; speculation is setting in, and there is every reason to suppose the 
remainder of this and the two following years will exhibit the same improvement in 
price as in 1852, 1853, and 1854, and this altogether without regard to the American war; 
but should this cease, and the Southern States be recognised (which it is very probable 
they will be within the next few months), we may reasonably expect a burst in trade, 
= — in prices to such an extent as has not been witnessed for a very 
ong . 

To give another enlightened English view, Messrs. Lockhart and Co., the 
well-known metal brokers, of Liverpool, wrote in April, 1862, as follows: — 

The violent fluctuations in the price of Scotch pig-iron, which are traceable to the fa- 
cilities afforded by the storing system for investment and speculation, together with the 
greater facility for increasing the consumption of pig-iron, as compared with the power 
of increasing the production. The present apparently large stock of pig-iron bears about 
the same proportion to the existing wants of the trade as the stock and production in 
1852 did to the wants of that period. In 1853 the stock was reduced 225,000 tons, when 
the price averaged 61s. 5d.; and in 1854 the stock was reduced 80,000 tons, at an ave- 
rage price of 79s, $d.; that rapid absorption of stock arose from the fact that only in 
Scotland was there a stock of pig-iron to meet the wants of consumers at home or abroad. 
Now, as then, the producers, anywhere but in Scotland, are unaided to any material ex- 
tent by capitalists to hold stock. 

It may be questioned if the country was ever so rich as at present; and 
it is certain the general profits of commerce and agriculture, taking every 
branch of occupation into account, with the exception of the cotton indus- 
try, are beyond any former example. Notwithstanding the revolution in 
Poland, and the American war, the shipments already show an increase 
over last year of 13,000 tons, whilst there has been a decrease in the ag- 
gregate stocks of fully 25,000 tons since March last. The immense tran- 
sactions now going on, as illustrated by the Board of Trade returns and 
the revenue of the country, it may be urged, result in an accumulation ot 
gain, and a consequent plethora in our money market will be followed by 
another of those prosperous cycles which have often marked the iron trade. 
Meanwhile the horizon is bright with the presage of the most bountiful 
harvest which has been for the last ten , and symptoms are discernible 
of the approach of a new reign of and prosperity.

THE FRENCH COAL TRADE. 

The extraction of coal in France is advancing year by year, but is, after 
all, still insignificant. Commencing with 1816 (in which year Europe, 
reviving from the direful effects of the interminable wars waged by the 
first Napoleon, began to embark in the industrial efforts which may be re- 
garded as the special characteristic of the nineteenth century), and ending 
with 1862, we find that the annual indigenous production of coal among 
our neighbours was, in round figures, as follows:—

The relatively more rapid increase of late years is due to the extension 
of railways, which have gradually reached coal basins deprived hitherto of 
the means of communication, the absence of which M. Dupin, regarding 
the magter from a yey point of view, deplored so much some 30 years 
since. But with all the efforts which the intelligent despotism organised 
by Napoleon III. has put forth to develope the coal resources of France, 
her production of combustible is a mere bagatelle when compared with 
that of England, which stands in towering magnificence at 83,000,000 tons 
per annum, as compared with the puny 9,400,000 tons cozened with infinite 
difficulty out of the bowels of France; in fact, England sends abroad, as 
her surplus, nearly as much coal every year as France contrives to produce. 
In an age when coal consumption is the standard of the industrial great- 
ness of a nation it must rejoice the heart of every Englishman to see that 
75,000,000 tons of black diamonds are consumed annually in the United 
Kingdom. But France would consume more coal if she could only get it, 
and could afford to buy it. Thus while her indigenous production advanced 
from 940,000 tons in 1816 to 9,400,000 tons in 1862, being as nearly as 
possible decupled in the 46 years, the consumption advanced from 1,280,000 
tons in 1816 to 15,260,000 tons in 1862, showing a still more rapid pro- 
gress, and a yawning deficit which has always craved for more and more 
supplies from abroad. The great sources of her foreign supplies have been 
Belgium, Prassia, and Great Britain, and from 1816 to 1860 these three 
countries contributed the following quantities year by year:—

At some works, however, by taking s means 
to —_ neighbourhood of the furnaces as cool as possible, the men 
are able to go on working. As for the strike, it shows no sign of a ter- 
mination, and the demand for men to assist in harvest operations enables 
those who are out to make a living. There is naturally a great demand 
for puddled bars, and 57, 12s. 6d. is paid for bars of good quality, The 
men appear disposed to extend the area ofthe strike. The actual demand 
for finished iron is not very large, and nearly all the sober-minded mem- 
bers of the trade that if the puddlers were at work there would be a 
scarcity of orders, but the closing of a large number of the puddling far- 
naces of the district, and the stoppage of so many from the great heat of 
the weather, of necessity occasions some degree of pressure for puddled 
bars.

REPORT rrom DERBYSHIRE, YORKSHIRE, ann LANCASHIRE. 


Jury 16.—There is a continued dulness in the Iron Trade in these 
counties, more especially amongst the makers of inferior iron, and man 
complaints are prevalent of underselling. So far as the home market is 
concerned, there is only a demand to meet present requirements; and with 
regard to the colonies, there is not much enquiry for general descriptions 
of iron. Railway iron work is in tolerable request, but the trade in all 
other sorts is dull. Pig-iron has a declining tendency, and there is not much doing. 
The firms engaged in the manafacture of armour-plates have more orders than they can 
execute, and this is likely to be the case for some time to come. The Dunstan and Bar- 
low Company, a firm which is now supplying iron to Messrs. Brown and Co., of Sheffield, 
the makers of these plates, have erected an additional stack, which will shortly be put 
fn operation. The Coal Trade is almost paralysed, owing to the depression in trade,and 
the excessively hot weather; there is an unusually large stock of coals on the pit banks 
at most collieries, notwithstanding that the colliers are only working half-time. The 
rates obtained are regulated more by the peculiar circumstances of the case than by any 
fixed medium, and there is a large amount of underselling going on. Several influential 
gentlemen are negociating for the purchase of some minerals in the neighbourhood of 
Chesterfield, with the view to the establishment of some-large ironworks. We hear 
that they have offered very liberal terms, and that there is every probability of their 
being carried out. 

The Clay Cross Company are making every arrangement for tapping a large mineral 

known as the Tupton seam. They have erected an engine of immense power, 
and the pumps are calculated to lift a large body of water. 

A it, who writes in one of the local daily papers under the signature of 
« A Friend to Derbyshire,” mentions one or two facts of importance connected with lead 
mining. He alleges two reasons why lead mining in Derbyshire has not progressed so 
successfully as it ought to have done. The first is bad management, and the second the 
alliance of the lead merchants of the district to keep prices from 5 to 1 per cent. below 
its real value. He rejoices that the monopoly hasat length been broken into, a lead mill 
at Bradwell having been purchased by an independent party, which has created a great 
stir, and the old lead merchants have declared war, and raised the price of the ore about 
1s. per ton, The effect of this in the last sale of ore at Mill Dam was to increase the 
purchase money by abont 507., or at the rate of 4007. a-year. The present secretary of 
the Mill Dam and the North Derbyshire Companies is a lead merchant. 

The same correspondent also refers to the failure of the North Derbyshire Company. 
He says the company unwisely sunk their shaft in the vein because of the softness of 
the mineral, forgetting that the water would have its passage in the vein and not in the 
solid. This company have expended between 20,000/. and 30,000/., and ultimately aban- 
doned the work. A suggestion is made that a new company should de formed, and a fresh 
shaft sunk in the solist. As to the Mill Dam Mine, he considers if the directors had 
avoided lawsults they might have been paying dividends every six weeks. Undoubt- 
edly the company would have been better off had they avoided law, but, as their rights 
were disputed, and very important privileges were at stake, there were no means of 
getting out of it. The writer concludes by remarking that there is in Derbyshire wealth 
for all ages, which only requires to be ped by capital and enterprise.
